Washington.—Flight surgeons 
o f the 
army air service believe man has about 
reached the max imum fly ing speed at 
which he can suddenly change direc­ 
tion, owing to the centrifugal 
fo rce 
ex erted on the body and its 
effect on 
the blood. This speed is placed in the 
vicinity of 250 miles an hour. 
The limit of speed o n a straightaw ay 
course, they say , can probably he 
placed much higher than is now’ me­ 
chanically possible, but ex perience will 
have to write the actual figure. 
The height limit, they add, is around 
45,000 feet. 
This contention regarding the max i­ 
mum speed for turning, the flight sur­ 
geons point out, is predicated upon the 
ex perience of Lieut. Alvin J. Williams 
of the navy , at the Pulitzer air races at 
St. Louis in October, 1023, who saiti he 
became practically unconscious at the 
turns of the triangular course, when he 
rounded at 243.07 miles an hour.
